Twenty-one South Korean 
fishermcn have been captured 
and their 48-ton fishing vessel 
seized by North Korcan caast- 
guards, according to a state- 
ment issued today by the South 
Korean National Fisheries 
Administration (NFA). 

The NFA said rhe men were 
rerurning to the port of Inchon 
about 15 miles due west of 
Seoul yesterday and in a thick 
sea mist had strayed in the 
direction of North Korean 
waters. The NFA emphasized, 
however, that the fishermen 
were not actually in ‘North 
Korean territory when they 
were arrested. 

The NFA urged North Karea 
to return the fishermen jim- 
mediarely _on humanitarian 
grounds. There have been 
numerous incidents involving 
South Korean fishermen seized 
by the North Korean Navy. 


Since the end of the Korean 
war in 1953, the South Koreans 
say, 3.531 of their fishermen 
have been captured and 468 are

The best arrangement wovld 
be for them to g0 back to what 
used to be the Labour practice, 
whereby the _ parliamentary 
party elecred a leader who Yas 
accepted de facto as the leader 
nf the whole party.
